LITTLE AMERICA, Antarctica.

Since the measure was intro- 
duced, the St. Louis Shippers’ Con- 
ference and a committee of the 
Merchants’ Exchange have made 
reports opposing the measure. Both 
deciared it was unnecessary and 
inadvisable to join the Municipal 
Bridge and Eads Bridge proposals 
in the same ordinance.

BIG SEARCHLIGHT 


‘ jn Ontario—Has Range 

“of Two Miles.

‘BUFFALO, N. Y.,. Jan. 24.—A 
2,500,000-candle power searchiight 
has been installed by the local 
coast guard to aid them in cop- 
ing with liquor smuggiers in this 
sector. It has been placed on the 
toof of the custom. house at the 
foot of Amherst street, directly 
across from the liquor docks of 
Bridgeburg, Ont. Its 1500-watt 
bulb, magnified 1000 times by a 
25-inch lens, has a range of two 
miles and if it were focused on the 
Bridgeburg liquor docks, 3000 feet 
away, would flood the area with 
light, permitting easy scrutiny of 
all activity there from the Ameri- 
can side, 

It is planned, however, to play 
the searching rays of the huge 
light on American waters and 
when a liquor craft is spotted it 
will be kept in the light area until 
overhauled by a Government boat.

p. H. McAvoy Says He Had No 
Dealings With Former County 
Sewer District . Engineer. 


P. H. McAvoy, sales manager for 
the United Development Co. of 
which William F. Hecht, a super- 
visor of the St. Ferdinand Sewer 
District, is general manager, today 
denied that he had had any deal- 
ings with Charles C. Keck, former 
engineer for the sewer district, who 
has sued McAvoy for $9803.06, al- 
though Circuit Judge Mulloy, who 
McAvoy formerly served as body- 
guard, said that McAvoy was “sup- 
posed to have a 45 per cent inter- 
est in Keck’s engineering firm.” - 

Keck has refused to tell the con- 
sideration for which the money 
was paid to McAvoy in 15 instali- 
ments ranging from $10 to $3000, 
and his attorney, Joseph C. McAtee, 
would say only that the petition in 
Circuit Court at Clayton “implies” 
that the money was a loan. 

“I do not know why this suit was 
brought,” McAvoy said. “I Have 
had no dealings with Keck and 
never received any money from 
him. The suit is absurd.” 

Judge Mulloy’s Statement. 

Judge Mulloy, who granted in- 
corporation of the sewer district 
and appointed the supervisors, said: 

“I broke with McAvoy about a 
year ago after I got information 
that he was having dealings with 
Keck. He was supposed to have 45 
per cent interest in Keck’s engi- 
neering firm. As the Judg@ in 
whose court the 8t. Ferdinand Sew- 
er Distric® was fecorporated, I 
could not continue my association 
with McAvoy under those condi- 
tions.”’ 

Stanley A. Sidmon, one of the 
attorneys for the sewer district, 
said today that Keck told him a 
year ago that McAvoy was his 
“sales manager,” meaning, he ex- 
plained, that McAvoy “went out 
and got business for me.” 

Wanted McAvoy Barred. 

“Due to the close association of 
McAvoy with Hecht, one of our 
supervisors, I told Keck that I did 
not think that McAvoy should be 
seen around the offices which my 
partner and I and Keck and the 
supervisors maintained at 6228 
Easton avenue, Wellston.” 

Asked when Keck received the 
first payments for his services, 
Sidmon said that no warrants 
were issued by the district until 
late last March. The payments to 
McAvoy are alleged to havé been 
made between Oct. 12, 1928, and 
June 8, 1929... 

Hecht, seen at the Roosevelt 
Building offices of his company. 
which operates Mount Lebanon 
Cenietery, denied any knowledge of 
the suit. “Il don’t know anything 
about the personal affairs of my 
employes or whether McAvoy had 
any dealings with Keck,” he de- 
clared. 

Judge Mulloy alst explained that 
he met McAvoy through Mrs. Mul- 
loy, a friend of Mrs. McAvoy. Dur- 
ing the i928 campaign McAvoy ac- 
companied Judge Mulloy to the 
Courthouse daily, sitting in cham- 
bers while the Judge was on the 
bench.

Julius H. Barnes, the per- 
manent chairman, was absent be-« 
cause*of the death of his mother. 

“The facts are now available for 
the last quarter of 1929 and the 
opening weeks of 1930," Pierson 
continued, “a vas of these shows 
that in the months of 1929 
there was @ recession of business 
more than seasonal] from its previ- 
ous high level of activities. This 
recession, due to-causes other than 
those involved in the business 
structure, has jJeft no.major prob- 
lems to be solved. There are now 
evidences of growing activities and 
the current situation ig favorabie.”.

Share of Money to Play 
the Dogs.

Park avenue, of about $10,000 with 
the co-operation of a neighborhood 
poolroom proprietor will be held 
up pending completion of an au- 
dit of his books. 

The alleged fraud was disclosed 
yesterday when the bank filed a 
$3000 attachment suit against the 
poolroom owner, Theodore Anglin, 
1515 South Grand, in an effort to 
recover part of its money. Ac- 
cording to Marvin E. Boisseau, at- 
torney for the bank, Ripley signed 
a confession describing his scheme 
and stating that he had divided 
the $10,000 with Anglin on a “50- 
60 basis.” 

“Anglin had checking accounts 
at the Shaw Bank and the Chou- 
teau Trust Co.,” Boisseau said, ex- 
plaining the. scheme. 
draw a check against the Shaw 
Bank and cash it at the Chouteau 
Trust Co. The Chouteau Trust 
would send the check to the clear- 
ing house, which would credit the 
Chouteau account and debit the 
Shaw account, sending the can- 
celled check to the Shaw Bank. 

“Ripley, a ledger clerk, had 
charge of the top of the alphabet. 
His job was to charge off checks 
drawn from customers’ accounts. 
When he came to Anglin’s check, 
he merely_destroyed it, making no 


charge against Anglin’s “balance. }- 


Then, at the close of the day, when 
he totaled his customers’ balances, 
he manipulated his adding ma- 
chine, subtracting the amount of 
the Anglin check.” 

In the confession, Boisseau sald, 
tipley related that he tried the 
scheme first on May 25, 1929, 
with a $20 check, and finding that 
he was not detected, continued the 
fraud in larger amounts, going to 
Anglin after each manipulation for 
his share of the cash: The fraud 
Was discovered last Wednesday, 
the lawyer said, when another 
clerk chanced to. see a $400 de- 
posit entered in Anglin’s account, 
but could find no’ corresponding 
deposit slip. Ripley's confession 
related that he entered this de- 
posit as a precaution should an 
outside bank inquire if there was 
a sufficient balatice to cover @ 
check signed by Anglin. according 
to the lawyer.

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LITTLE AMERiCA, Antarctica, 
Jan. 3.—News of the publication 
in the United States of a story that 
the Byrd expedition was loading 
one of its ships preparatory to 
starting home. caused various ex- 
pressions of amusement and other 
emotions today among the men at 
Little America, As a matter of fact 
we never seemed farther from 
home, unless the ice quickly breaks 
up or the City of New York is as- 
sisted through the pack, 


Two unusual ice years have lea | 


to this situation. Last year the 
whalers said the ice belt, 250 miles 


wide at the most favorable point of 
crossing, was the worst they had 
ever kriown. This year it was 440 
miles wide at the beginning of the 
season near the 180th meridian, 
within. a degree or two of which 
on either side the whalers usually 
go through the pack. In.the whole 
history of exploration in-the Ross 
Sea, whenever pack ice 200 miles 
wide has been encountered, it has 
been far to the east or west of 
this line, 

It became evident early in. the 
season, about a month ago, in fact, 
that the season was unusual. It 
was about that time that whalers 
started through the ice, huge ships 
with many thousand horsepower. 
They were going on the general 
experience of past years—in which 
last year’s ico was an astonish- 


Pring phenomenon to them—that by 


Christmas the ice pack would be 
well broken up. 


Two Stack Again in Pack. 


But this year they went only a 
short distance when they found the 
pack heavy and wide, and two of 
them, one after having lost a 
chaser, turned back to fish on the 
northern side. Two are at present 
stuck after again entering the 
pack, 

The whalers still think the pack 
will open about Feb. 1, but whet#ier 
it will do so sufficiently to permit a 
ship of only 250 horsepower such 
as the City of New York to pene- 
trate the pack, seems an open 
question. The City of New York 
has one great advantage of being 
able to stand great ice pressure 
which would crush most ships, and 
that was why it was selected. 

The ways of pack ice are beyond 
understanding. As day after day 
went by, when, for the first time 
in history of whaling, whalers did 
not come into the Ross Sea with 
the exception of a few ice-scarred 
veterans, we began to realize some- 
thing unusual had happened. The 
records substantiated that ob- 
servation. . 

Of 12 crossings of the ice pack, 
barring the entrance to the Ross 
Sea since 1841 (excluding the 
whaling factories of recent years 
which are in a power class by 
themselves and far too expensive 
for expeditions) all but one were 
completed by the middle of Janu- 
ary and most of them before that 
time. 

Last year, towed by a whaler of 
17,000 tons, the City of New York 
started through the pack on. Dec. 
14 and was pulled « through 250 
mites of it in eight days. That, the 
whalers said, was the heaviest ice 
pack they had ever seen in seven} 
years of activity in the Ross Sea. 
The City of New York would not 
have been able to penetrate the 
pack under its own power until late 


in January. 
Belt 400 Miles Wide, 

This year, as has been said, that 
belt has increased to a width of 
400 miles and two whalers, ships 
of about 12,000 tons, are stuck at 
present having met a pack a few 
days ago that was 36. feet thick. 

It is still possible, of course, and 
we still hope the City of New York 
may be able to get through. Ad- 
miral Byrd has felt, however, as 
he does in such casés, that he 
would be negligent did he not 
make some effort to anticipate the 
need for obtaining assistance. in 
getting the 42 men to New Zea-

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NORWEGIAN WHALERS 
READY TO HELP BYRD 
IF HE 1S SHORT OF FOOD 


OLSO, Norway, Jan. 24. 
EPLYING to a request 
through the United States 
Minister for Norwegian 

whalers to assist the Byrd ex- 
pedition in the Antarctic, the 
Norwegian Government today 
inforfued the American Govern- 
ment it would do its best. 

The Norwegian: reply said the 
Government had approached 
the Whalers’ Association, which 
which had expressed the opin- 
ion’ that the ice barrier cutting 
off Byrd’s camp from open 
water and his supply ships, 
would break up as it has done 
in previous years. 

The association, however, 
stated that if Admiral Byrd 
‘were short of provisions, a

Explanation by Byrd. 

In a statement explaining the 
situation, Byrd said: 

“The ite in the Ross Sea to date 
is far worse than it has ever been 
in all the history of Antarctic ex- 
ploration.” 

“However, no ship that has ever 
followed the proper meridian of 
longitude has got stuck in the ice, 
as late as the first week in Febru- 
ary, and it would geem extraordi- 
nary should this year be an excep- 
tion to the rule which has-held for 
30 years. I think, therefore, that 
the chances are great that the ice 
will also open up this year so that 
the City of Néw York can get 
through the pack ice without get- 
ting stuck. So we will expect to 
be taken north on our own ship. 

“But should the 100-to-1 chance 
gO against us and the City of New 
York get stuck, she might remain 
so for the winter. I would, there- 
fore, be most negligent in my duty 
to my men on the City of New 
York and here did I not get, if pos- 
sible, assistance from the _ great 
powerful whaling ships that they 
would get our ship out of the ice. 

“These things cannot always be 
arranged at a moment’s notice 
and, should we wait for our ship 
to get stuck to arrange for assist- 
ance, the winter freeze might catch 
us before we could obtain results. 

“This action on our part, there- 
fore, is simply an effort to guard 
against eventuality. Uf the 36-foot 
ice blocks should thin out the first 
week: in February, then there is 
much ado about nothing. 

“But éf they should not, then 
this is the only step that will in- 
sure the City of New York a safe 
passage through the ice and enable 
the 42 men here to get back be- 
fore another wizter catches us still 
in the ice.” 


No Immediate Food Shortage, 
Byrd’s Representative Says. 
By the Associated” Press. 

NEW.YORK, Jan, 24.— Capt. H. 
H. Railey,: personal representative 
of Admirai Byrd, in a statement

There is 
ample fuel for heat and for oper- 
ation of the radio. The men are 
not ob reduced .rations. There is 


no immediate prospect that they. 


will be. They are well clothed, 


comfortably housed. 

“In extreme circumstances an 
adequate supply of whale, seal and 
penguin will sustain life—but thosd 
who might have to rely upon such 
a diet over a prolonged period 
would scarcely count it a pleasant 


experience.” 


Steamers Ready to 
Aid Byrd Party. 
By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Jan. 24.—The British 
whaler Seuthern Princess is stand- 
ing by in Antarctic waters waiting 
for an opportunity to get in touch 
with the expedition of Rear Ad- 
miral Richard E. Byrd.

Meantime What Will Be

SPRINGFIELD, UL, Jan. 24.— 
The State of Illinois, third wealth- 
iest of the union, is seduced to pay- 
ing current expenses with automo- 
bile registration fees because of the 
lack of $12,000,000- Cook vrata 
taxes for 1928. 


Recent forecasts in Chicago are 
that the tax bills which should have 


ij gone out last January may go out 


hext August. Officials here have 


given up guessing at the date. In| 


any event, inquiry at the State 
House disclosed, the first, $3,500,- 
000 taxes which Cook County pays, 
whenever it does pay them, will go 
right back to Cook County schools. 

The city, county, and schools, as 
widely published, face “bankrupt- 
cy.” The. remainder of the State 
—until Chicago returns to it as 
source of half its revenue from 
property taxes—faces a biennial 
budget increased nearly $15,000,- 
000 by the last Legislature, $17,- 
415,891 ‘interest and $10,390,000 
bonds to be retired before June 30, 
1931. 

Cook County’s assessment for 
1928 was returued for equalization 
by the State Tax Commission, 
headed by W. H. Malone, who was 
retained from the Small adminis- 
tration by Gov. Emmerson, The 
reassessment has never got out of 
the hands of the county ‘board of 
reviewers. 

All Assessments Cut. 


All city assessments were re- 
duced. Mayor Thompson, pointing 
to reductions on Loop property. 
called the reassessment a “confi- 
dence game.” Downtown taxpayers 
—or, for the present, “former” 
taxpayers—replied by comparing 
the $119,000,000 Loop reduction, 
amounting to 22.5 per cent of the 
1927 assessment, to a cut of a sim- 
ilar sum, but amounting to 45 per 
cent of the 1927 assessment, for a 
township rich chiefly in Thompson 
votes. 

Mayor, Council and owners con- 
tinue to wrangle, the reassessment 
remains incomplete, the property 
taxes remain unpaid, even un- 
billed. Reassessments were or- 
dered in other counties, inéluding 
St. Clair, across the river from St. 
Louis and the richest county ex- 
cept Cook, but taxes are not held 
up in those counties. The delay in 
Cook County is attributed in part 
to the enormous complexity of 
metropolitan values; in part to 
other difficulties peculiar to Chil- 
cago. 

The State has depended on Cook 
County, which had 46 per cent of 
the total assessed valuation-of all 
counties, for virtually half its rev- 
enue from property taxes. On the 
1927 assessment—the last on which 
Chicago has paid—Cook County 
paid $3,626,532 of a total of. $7.- 
185,770 for the general revenue 
fund; $4,029,480 of a total-of $7.- 
984,189 for schools; $1.348,160 of! 
$2,661,396 for the University of 
Illinois, $537,264 of $1,064,558 for 
waterway bonds; $2,149,056 of $4.- 
258,234 for soldiers’ compensation, 
and $402,948 of $798,418 for pen- 
sions for the blind. 

What About Bonds? 

Other sources, mainly fées, pro- 
vide nearly three-fourths. of the 
seneral revenue fund, but the othi- 
er funds have to depend on mill 
taxes. What the State will do 
When bonds fall due is a problem 
of growing interest to State of- 
ficers. The Sate cannot peddle an- 
ticipation warrants, like Chicago. 
and it cannot constitutionally bor- 
row more than $250,000 in failure 
of revenues. 

The Legislature solved a minor 
crisis of this sort by a temporary 
diversion of $75,000 from the gen- 
eral revenue fund. That amount 
was to take care of interest cou- 
pons of soldiers’ bonus bonds, 
which fell due fast August, until 
funds became available through 
regular channels. 

Appropriations from this fund. 
however, cannot go on forever, ani) 
$75,000 was a small item in cotm- 
parison to others confronting the 
State. Retirement dates have 


passed for. $1,882,000 bonus and},

Three Associates of Head of 


‘ Three to Duara Years. 
CHARGES INV INVOLVED 


Trial Result of Collapse of 
Huge Interests of Former 
Clerk Who Had Become 
Noted Financier at 30.

LONDON, Jan, 24.—Clarence 
Hatry, for many years head of the 
widespread Hatry interests, was 


sentenced to 14 years in prison at 
the Old Bailey court today on 
charges of defrauding. . Hatry also 
was sentenced to two years on a 
charge of conspiracy, the sentences 
to run concurrently. 

Edmund Daniels, co-defendant 
with Hatry, was sentenced to sev: 
en years on various counts, all to 
run concurrently. 

Albert E, Tabor, a second. co- 
defendant, was sentenced to two 
périods‘of three years, to run con- 
currently, and also a further two 
years at hard labor,’ also to run 
concurrently. 

John Graham Dixon, the third 
co-defendant, received five years 
and two years at hard labor as well 
as a further period of five years, 
all to run concurrently. 

Three Picad Guilty. 

Hatry, Daniels and Dixon today 
entered pleas of guilty on all 
counts except the conspiracy 
charges. They had previously en- 
tered not guilty pleas but decided 
to follow. a new course today. Ta- 
bor pleaded not guilty to all the 
charges against him. 

The development was most sur- 
prising to those close to the trial. 
The four men were on trial for 
financial frauds involving nearly 
£2,000,000 (about $10,000,000). 

Justice Avery, presiding over 
the case, was unsparing in his con- 
demnation of the four financiers. 

“You stand convicted of the 
most appalling frauds that have 
ever disfigured the commercial rep- 
utation of this country,” he de- 
clared. 

“These frauds are far more seri- 
ous than any of the great frauds 
upon Ahe public which have been 
committed within the last 560 years 
—frauds which were carried out 
by means of wholesale forgery.” 

“On those forgeries, which 
neither bankers nor brokers © ‘nof 
members of the public would ever 
dream of suspecting to be other- 
Wise than genuine, you raised no 
less a sum than £795,000, | 

“The statute under which’ you 
were indicted has provided maxti- 
mum punishment. I am unable to 
imagine any worse case than yours 
under the statute.” |

THE INCREDISLE BORGIAS. By 
Kiabund. (Horace  Liveright, 
Inc.). 

The German poet, Alfred 
Henschke, who used the pen name 
Klabund, wrote several novels and 
Plays based on historical events, 
This drama of the Borgias, trans- 
lated in vivid phrases by Louise 
Brink, is called an impressionistic 
panorama, covering the lives of the 
Borgia family. 

To be just to Poet Kiabund, one 
must say that this prose poem of 
his is both brilliant and highly pic- 
turesque. But, to be just to the 
Borgias, bad as they were, the read- 
er is advised to study their con- 
densed history as told in the ency- 
clopedias, when he wiil discover 
that Klabund has worked on the 
principle of hanging the dog with 
the bad name, whether he merited 
capital punishment or not. 

*Tis true that the popular belief 
as to the Borgias is that they were 
a set of diabolical poisoners, in- 
human, gross and without a re- 
deeming trait. Klabund has made 
the most of this prejudice, with the 
result that his book is one long 
yarn of viciousness. 

To the contrary, the encyclope- 
dia historians deal gently even with 
| Lucrezia Borgia, crediting her with 
ending her life as a good wifd and 
mother, engaged in works of char- 
ity and the encouragement of the 
arts and sciences. They also tell 
ys that. Caesar Borgia, unscrupu- 
lous in furthering his ambitions 
and the-schemes of his family, was 
devoted to learning. and on the 
whole made a good ruler.

Casserole of Lamb. 

Lamb Shoulder chops or lean 
breasts of lamb are excellent for 
the casserole of lamb and vegeta- 
bles planned for Monday night. 
Here again the oven heat is made 
good use of as the casserole dish 
and the dessert may both be baked 
at the same time. The success of 
good casserole cookery depends on 
long slow cooking. In this recipe 
two pounds of the meat is sea- 
soned with salt, pepper and rolled 
in flour, then browned quickly in 
a little hot fat. A glass, enameled 
or earthenware casserole dish may 
be used for the baking of the 
meat. Put the browned meat in 
the dish with 12 small white 
onions, one cup diced white tur- 
nip, one cup diced carrots, one 
shredded greén pepper and eith- 
er one cup of string beans or 
green peas. Add enough water to 


‘just cover the meat and vegetables, 


cover the dish and cook slowly for 
two hours, or until the meat is 
very tender. 


Tongue Croqueties. 

Chop cooked tongue to make two 
cupsful. The end of a boiled tongue 
that cannot be sliced may well be 
used in this way. Melt three ta- 
blespoons of butter, add five table- 
spoons flour and stir until well 
blended. Then stir in one and one- 
half cups of milk and continue stir- 
ring until the sauce is very thick 
and smooth. Remove from the fire, 
add the tongue, two tablespoons 
minced parsley, sali to season, one 
teaspoon grated onion and one tea- 
spoon Worcestershire sauce.

THE FAMILY TABLE 


Old-Fashioned Dishes Included 
in This Week’s Home- " 


Cooked Meals. oe | 


There is nothing that tastes bet- 
ter in cold, frosty weather than 
what grandmother called . “good, 
substantial, tasty food.”- and by 
that is meant hearty dishes like 
roast meats, beef steak pies, plenty 
of cereals, cornstarch, rice, tapioca 
and Indian puddings, macaroni and 


lcheese and other similar foods. 


This seems a good time to stage 
a return of some of these ‘old-: 
fashioned favorites. Therefore, the 
menus for this week contain many 
of them, interspersed with the nec- 
essary green vegetables, fruits and 
salads to make the combinations 
of nutritive elements that exper- 
ience has proved best suited to 
present day individuals. 

Smoked beef tongue is a com- 
paratively inexpensive meat, cost- 
ing from 35c to 45c a pound, and 
weighing from two to three pounds 
each. When propefly cooked it 
makes a delicious main course for 
one meal and’ furnishes enough 
leftover for at least one sandwich 
lunch and for*troquettes. Have it 
for Sunday dinner this week and 
serve it with a raisin sauce. 

The huckleberry pi> served for 
dessert is made from canned fruit. 
It may be either a deep dish or a 
two crust pie as desired. : 

The scalloped potatoes, corn 
pudding and pie may all be bakeg 
in the same oven heat, thus-utiliz- 
ing this fuel to the best advantage. 

A vegetable dinner is planned for 
Tuesday as salt fish is served for 
breakfast and the remnants of the 
tongue for lunch. It is a good idea 
to plan at least one all-vegetable 
dinner once a week all year around. 
There is such a good variety of 
vegetables nowadays that it is 
easily possible to serve different 
combinations every time. 

Salt fieh is really best in cald 
weather and its appetizing qualities 
recommend it highly as a breakfast 
dish. Salt mackerel is one of the 
nicest ef the salt fish, providing it 
is soaked long enough to make it 
moist and to remove the excess of 
salt. Most mackerel needs at 
least 12 hours’soaking in cold 
water. After soaking, the fish niny 
be broiled, baked in milk or 
steamed. In any case, it seldom 
takes more than 20 minutes cook- 
ing. 

On Thursday have a beef and 
mushroom pie for dinner. Fresh 
mushrooms are in season and just 
now the prices are very reasonable. 
In many places mushroom farms 
are maintained that supply the 
markets with large numbers of 
good quality and fresh mushrooms. 
They peed very little cooking, in 
fact, most people cook them too 
long and as a consequence lose 
some of their delicate flavor. In 
actual food value, mushrooms do 
not rank very high, but 
flavor and texture is so appetizing 
that they are very useful for add- 
ing variety to the list of foods, 


Vegetable Chowder. 


Cut up two slices fat pork, fry 
out, take out scraps and throw 
away. Cut up one good onion and 
brown in fat, then add six raw po- 
tatoes cut up, pepper and salt to 
taste. Add one pint water and 
one small can tomatoes. When this 
comes to a boil add one can corn. 
Now add one quart milk and one 
tablespoon butter. When it boils 
again it is ready to serve. 


Sour Cream Icing. 

Boil together two cups of sugar 
and two cups of sour cream until 
it makes a soft ball when tested 
in cold water. Remove from fire 
and cool. When cold, add one-half 
teaspoon maple flavoring and beat 
until creamy. Spread between 
layers of cake and scatter chopped 
nut meats over. top layer. 


Winter Sandwich Filling. 

Dried fruits. femon or orange 
juice and possibly a few nut meats 
can be put through a food chop- 
per and a sweet sandwich filling 
made in a few minutes. This may 
be prepared in quantities ang kept 
in a bowl in the refrigerator. An- 
other “ground” filling is made 
from American cheése, dried beef, 
tomatoes and seasoning. 


Oreamed Spinach. 

Two cups canned spinach, two 
tablespoons flour, two tablespoons 
butter, one cup milk, one-half tea- 
spoon salt, one-fourth teaspoon 
pepper, four eggs. Make a white 
sauce of the butter, flour, milk and 
seasonings, add spinach, pour into 
a buttered baking dish and slip 
on carefully the four eggs. Place 
im oven and cook until eggs are 
set, about 12 minutes. 

Holiday Salad.

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Captains Hanna, 72, and Sin- 
gleton, 77, to-Retire Volun- 
tarily on Pension Feb. 1. 


Robert M. Hanna and Seth Sin- 
gieton, Captains in the Police De- 
partment, known among their as-, 
sociates as two of the “youngest 
old men” on the force, will retire 
on pensions at their own request 
on Feb. 1. Hanna, who has been 
a policeman 48 years, is 72 years 
old, and Singleton, who has worn 
the uniform 33 years, is 77. 

They will be _ the first officers 
ranking as high as Captain to be 
retired under the new pension sys- 
tem, which became effective under 
State law on Oct. 1. 
~Hanna, by- virtue of his long 
service, will receive a pension of 
$134 a month and Singleton will 
get $135. Their pay has been $285 
a month. In addition, the Police 
Relief Association will pay Hanna 
outright $2000 and Singleton $1500. 

Neither officer has ever been 
before the Police Board on charges 
and both have weathered numerous 
changes of administration without 
demotion. —~ 

Hanna Led Parades. 

Capt. Hanne probably is the bet- 
ter known t the public. For 
years he has 1€% all parades in the 
city whenever a large detachment 
of mounted policemen was re- 
/ quired. He is a splendid horseman 
and he presented a striking mili- 
tary figure astride a prancing 
horse, sword at shoulder and eyes 
front. He is & feet 10 inches tall 
and has gray hair and mustache. 

After working as a clerk, Hanna 
joined the department on Aug. 9, 
1882, at the age of 24. He was 
promoted to be a Sergeant in 1391, 
a Lieutenant in 1899 and a Captain 
on Jan. 25,°1907. Most of his serv- 
ice as a Captain has been in com- } 
mand of the Mounted District, with 
headquarters in Forest Park, for 
thren different ¢€erms.
